The Dervishes Are Gathering in
Force to Meet the Troops.

EAPID ADVANCE UP THE NILE.

Alter Mouths iif Struggling with Terrific
Hint the Kxpcdlthin In Now In l'ull
Swing Tile Trunin full of Ihltllltslaslu.
Ounlioiits to Take Part.

Caiuo, Egypt, Sept 12. Tho report re
ceived from Kosheh yostcrdny chronicle
tno arrival thoro hy trnlu of tho remainder
of tho Staffordshire regiment, tho first de
tachment of which nrrlvod Thursdny.

Tho sirdar, Sir Herbert Kitchener, and
his stnlT will start from Ivoshch todny, a
portion of tho Staffordshire roglmcnt ac-

companying him.
Tho nows received (it koshoh from tho

front Is thnt tho dervish outpost at Kerm-m-

just abovo tho third cutaract of tho
Nile, Is being reinforced by their mounted
troops, whllo tho region being tho Egyp-
tian and dervish outposts Is fast becom-
ing doscrted. It is oxpoctod thnt tho der-
vishes will attempt to mnko n stand at
Kernnnn, and tho llrst lighting of tho iul- -

vnnco to Dongola Is looked for at that
point. A rapid advnnco to Dongola Is now
Ijollovcd to bo In order with a vlow to
striking u prompt nud olloctlvo blow to
tho power of tho khalifa.

Tho Third brigade hns reached Absarrat
safely, and the main body of cavalry is ar-
riving thero. Tho cavalry and scouts re-

port tho dervishes still In vlow south of
IJuglo, but tho enemy retreats at tho
slightest sign of a forward movement.
Tho Anglo-Kgyptla- n scouts, feeling tho
way for tho advnnco guard, aro steadily
pushing on to Kasbar, fourteen mllos
further south, which wlllbothonoxt plnco
occupied. Tho troops, black and white,
are full of enthusiasm and anxious for a
brush with tho enemy. Tho weather Is
hot In tho extreme, but tho soldiers aro
benefiting from being on tho move. All
tho troops taking part In tho oxpodltion
nre now on tho march towards Dongola.

Tho Intelligence department reports tho
dervishes gathering In force north or Don
gola. Clashes between tho dervishes and
tho Anglo-Egyptln- n scouts nre expected
at any moment. Thus tho advance of
tho British-Egyptia- n oxpodltion up tho
HlverXllo.wlth Dongola, If not Khartoum,
as Its objective point, Is now in full swing,
after months of struggling with tcrriflo
hont and cholera.

Tho oporatlons began in March lost,
when troops wero hurried up tho Xllo to
Vndy.Halfa, tho southernmost post, al-

though tho railroad ran to Surras, about
forty mllos south of YVndy-Half- Since
that time tho railroad, a desert campaign
line, has been exteudod to Akasheh, fifty
miles, from the lnttcr place to Koskeh,
and theuco to Absarrat, about seventy-fiv- e

miles.
It Is looked upon as more thnn probablo

that tho gunboats will play a very lm
portaut part In tho campaign. They aro
from 100 to 173 feet long, have 20 to 27 feet
beam, draw only about two foot of water
when fully loadod, nro ablo to make about
fourtoeu mllos an hour, carrying a largo
number of men, and tow barges, otc,
(Qj.j.ylnjr lnamiiJoro men.

KoclT" gunboat carries a
quick-tirin- g maxim gun, able to discharge
a shot overy throe seconds, mounted for-
ward on an armored citadel dock. Amid
ships thero Is a conning tower and an
electrio searchlight, nnothurllghtor maxim
from seven to twenty feet abovo tho water
line, and tho armament of these iloadly
boats Is completed with two quick-firin- g

and six to eight more maxims
Resides theso guns some of tho larger
gunboats carry capable of
delivering very effective fire nt long range.

1 hopo wo shall witness such
a manifestation of opinion hero as will
savo Urcat Britain from any such com-
plicity aud will glvo strougth and author-
ity to dccldod action on the part of our
government."

The Chronicle, In on editorial applauds
Mr. Asqulth's strong message as In overy
way responsible.

Mr. Gladstone, In another letter, on tho
